CAUTION. 


Unless  an  undertaker  is  also  a  licensed  embalmer, 
he  is  not  allowed  to  embalm,  and  whenever  a  human 
body  is  to  be  embalmed,  a  licensed  embalmer  must 
be  called  upon  to  do  the  embalming,  and  by  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  names  of  licensed  embalmers  printed 
in  this  pamphlet,  you  can  find  out  who  is  the  near¬ 
est  embalmer  to  your  place,  or  the  one  convenient 
for  you  to  get. 

The  law  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  em¬ 
balm  or  attempt  to  practice  the  science  of  embalm¬ 
ing  in  connection  Avith  the  care  and  disposition  of 
the  dead  with  ut  having  complied  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  any 
court,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  ($25)  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty 
($50)  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  and  im¬ 
prisonment  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Shou  d  you  know  of  any  one  violating  these  rules 
and  regulations,  and  the  law  under  which  same  is 
formulated,  it  is  your  duty  to  immediately  notify 
the  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  your  place  or  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  State  Board  of  Embalmers.

Embalmers’  License  Law  in 

T ennessee 

AN  ACT  to  Create  and  Establish  a  State  Board  of  Em¬ 
balmers,  Define  Its  Duties,  and  Fix  the  Compensa¬ 
tion  of  Its  Members;  and  to  Provide  a  System 
of  Examinations,  Registration  and  Licens¬ 
ing  of  Embalmers,  to  Legalize  the  Is¬ 
suance  of  License  to  Embalmers 
by  the  State  Board  of  Em¬ 
balmers,  and  to  Impose 
Penalties  for  the  Vi¬ 
olation  of  the  Pro¬ 
visions  of  This 
Act. 

Qualifications  and  Organization  of  the  Board. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  That  there  Is 
hereby  created  and  established  a  Board  to  lie 
known  as  the  “State  Board  of  Embalmers.”  Said 
Board  shall  consist  of  five  members — four  of  whom 
shall  be  practical  and  practicing  embalmers,  and 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  State  Board 
ol  Health,  and  shall  he  selected  one  from  West, 
one  from  East,  and  two  from  Middle  Tennessee. 
The  members  of  said  Board  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  this  AqL  One  of  the  persons  so  appointed 
shall  hold  the  ^-office  for  one  year;  one  for  two 
years;  one  for  three  years;  and  two  for  four  years, 
unless  sooner  removed! 
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All  appointments  made  at  the  expiration  of  the 
terms  above  mentioned  shall  be  for  a  term  of  four 
years.  Appointments  to  fill  vacancies  caused  bj7 
death,  resignation  or  removal  before  expiration  of 
the  term  shall  be  made  by  the  Governor,  in  the 
same  manner,  for  the  residue  of  such  term. 

The  members  of  said  Board  of  Embalmers  shall 
be  residents  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  four  of 
whom  shall  have  at  least  five  yenrs  of  experience 
in  the  practice  of  embalming,  and  the  prepara¬ 
tion  and  disposition  of  the  dead. 

The  Governor  shall  have  the  power  to  remove 
from  office  any  appointive  member  of  said  Board 
for  neglect  of  duty,  incompetency,  or  improper 
conduct. 

The  first  Board  shall  be  appointed  on  or  be¬ 
fore  the  first  day  of  June,  1  GOD,  from  the  names 
sent  to  the  Governor  by  the  Funeral  Directors’ 
and  Embalmers’  Association  of  Tennessee ;  but 
if  said  nominations  are  not  made  to  the  Governor 
by  June  1  of  any  year,  then  the  Governor  shall 
appoint  any  suitable  person  to  fill  the  vacancy 
occasioned  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  said 
member  on  said  Board. 

Meetings  and  Compensation  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  said  Board 
shall  meet  once  a  year,  and  oftener  if  its  duties 
require,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  may 
decide,  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  li¬ 
cense  to  practice  the  science  of  embalming  the  dead 
in  this  State.  At  least  thirty  (30)  days’  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  said  Board 
shall  be  given. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  ap¬ 
pointive  member  of  said  Board,  except  the  Sec¬ 
retary,  shall  receive  five  ($5.00)  dollars  per  diem 
for  each  day  of  actual  service  during  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  said  Board,  and  actual  railroad  fare  in¬ 
curred  in  traveling  to  and  from  the  meeting;  and 
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Ihe  salary  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  such  sum  as 
shall  he  decided  upon  by  said  Board ;  which  per 
diem,  mileage  and  salary,  together  with  the  actual 
traveling  and  necessary  expenses  of  tne  Secretary, 
and  all  other  expenses  of  said  Board,  shall  be  paid 
troin  the  fees  received  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  and  shall  be  in  no  manner  an  expense 
to  the  State. 


Requirements  Trior  to  January  1,  1910. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  any  person  engaged  in  the  business 
and  practice  of  embalming  the  dead  human  bodies 
in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  at  the  time  of  the  pass¬ 
age  of  this  Act,  and  who  shall  desire  to  continue 
in  the  same,  to  cause,  from  the  first  day  of  June, 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine  (1909),  to  the  first  day 
of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  (1910),  an 
application  for  a  licensed  embalmer  containing  his 
name,  residence  and  place  of  business,  and  the 
name  under  which  he  is  doing  business,  and  a  state¬ 
ment  that  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act, 
such  applicant  was  actually  and  actively  engaged 
in  the  embalming  of  dead  human  bodies,  arterially, 
at  the  place  named  therein ;  such  application  to  be 
signed  by  the  applicant  and  the  statements  therein 
contained  to  be  duly  certified  before  an  officer  au¬ 
thorized  to  take  acknowledgements,  to  be  registered 
with  said  Board,  whose  Secretary  shall  have  a 
book  for  the  purpose,  and  who  shall  enter  such 
registration  therein  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  five 
$5.00)  dollars.  Whereupon  the  said  Board  shall 
issue  applicant  the  license  provided  for  in  this 
Act. 

Any  person  holding  a  certificate  or  diploma  from 
a  reputable  embalming  school  or  college,  may  pre¬ 
sent  the  same  to  the  said  Board  and  accompanied 
by  the  fees  required.  Whereupon  the  said  Board 
shall  issue  applicant  the  license  provided  for  in 
this  Act. 
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Examination  of  Applicants. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and 
after  January  the  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten 
(1910),  every  person  who  has  failed  to  make  ap¬ 
plication  for  license  and  desires  to  engage  in  the 
practice  of  embalming  dead  human  bodies  within 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  and  not  licensed  under 
Section  4  of  this  Act,  shall  make  a  written  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  Said  Board  for  an  embalmer’s  li¬ 
cense,  accompanying  the  same  with  the  applica¬ 
tion  fee  of  ten  ($10.00)  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  State 
Board  of  Embalmers  shall  be  authorized  and  em¬ 
powered,  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in  the 
notice  heretofore  provided  for,  to  examine  all  ap¬ 
plicants  for  license  to  practice  embalming,  and  to 
determine  whether  or  not  such  applicants  possess 
the  necessary  qualifications  to  properly  embalm 
dead  human  bodies ;  and  if,  upon  such  examination, 
said  Board  shall  determine  that  such  applicant  is 
properly  qualified  to  embalm  dead  human  bodies, 
it  shall  grant  a  license  to  such  person  to  embalm 
dead  bodies. 

Displaying  and  Registering  of  License. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  licenses 
when  issued  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Board,  and 
such  record  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  and 
such  license  shall  be  admitted  in  evidence  in  any 
of  the  courts  of  this  State,  and  shall  be  presump¬ 
tive  evidence  of  the  facts  contained  therein. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  issue  with 
each  license  a  card  bearing  applicant’s  name  and 
a  corresponding  number  and  seal  and  the  fact  that 
he  has  been  licensed  as  an  embalmer. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  per¬ 
son  obtaining  a  license  under  this  Act  shall  reg¬ 
ister  the  fact,  together  with  his  license  number,  at 
the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city,  town 
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m*  place  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  carry  on  said 
business,  and  shall  also  display  said  license  in 
a  conspicuous  place,  in  the  office  of  his  business 
place. 


Penalties  and  Revoking  of  License. 

Sec.  0.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  State 
Board  of  Embalming  Examiners  shall  have  power 
to  revoke  any  license  granted  under  this  Act,  upon 
conviction  of  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  or  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations, 
or  upon  conviction  of  continued  improper  conduct, 
said  conviction  being  subject  to  approval  by  the 
courts  of  the  State. 

Sec.  10.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  license 
granted  or  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  be  assignable,  and  every  such  license  shall 
specify  by  name  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued, 
and  not  more  than  one  person  shall  carry  on  the 
practice  of  embalming  the  dead  human  bodies  un¬ 
der  one  license. 

Sec.  11.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Grand 
Jury  of  each  County  in  this  State  is  hereby  given 
inquisitorial  power  over  all  offenses  against  or 
violations  of  this  Act,  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
as  herein  prescribed;  and  the  Circuit  and  Criminal 
Judges  shall  give  the  same  in  their  charge  to  tho 
Grand  Juries,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  said  embalmer 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  sen¬ 
tenced,  with  the  cost  of  the  court,  to  pay  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars,  and  imprisonment 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Renewal  of  License. 

Sec.  12.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  reg¬ 
istered  embalmer  who  desires  to  continue  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  his  profession,  shall  annually  thereafter, 
during  the  time  he  shall  continue  in  such  practice, 
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on  such  date  as  said  Board  may  determine,  pay  ; 
to  the  Secretary  of  said  Board  a  fee  of  two  ($2.00) 
dollars  for  the  renewal  of  said  license. 

The  State  Board  of  Embalmers  is  directed  to 
recognize  licenses  issued  to  embalmers  by  authori¬ 
ties  of  other  States  having  practically  equivalent 
requirements. 

Sec.  13.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  State 
Board  of  Embalmers  is  empowered  to  make  such 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  from  time  to  time, 
as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  properly  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Prices  to  Charge  for  Embalming. 

That  said  Board  of  Embalmers  shall  establish  a 
price  of  not  more  than,  and  no  person  engaged 
in  embalming  shall  make  a  charge  of  more  than, 
$15.00  for  embalming  a  body  in  any  incorporated 
town  or  city  of  this  State,  and  not  more  than 
$20.00  for  embalming  any  body  outside  of  any  in¬ 
corporated  town  or  city,  and  that  no  larger  fees 
than  herein  set  out  shall  be  collectible  either  in 
law  or  equity. 

Sec.  14.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  money 
received  as  fees  by  the  State  Board  over  and  above 
expenses  of  said  Board  shall  be  paid  Into  the  State 
Treasury  and  added  to  the  school  fund. 

Sec.  15.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act 
shall  take  effect  from  and  after  June  1,  1909,  the 
public  welfare  requiring  it.

To  the  Embalmers  of  Tennessee : 


Gentlemen  :  We  present  you  with  this  little 
book,  believing  it  will  be  to  our  mutual  benefit. 
We  have  so  arranged  it  that  you  will  have  little 
or  no  trouble  to  fully  understand  every  detail 
relative  to  the  working  and  enforcing  of  our  em¬ 
balming  law,  known  as  House  Bill  No.  125,  being 
An  Act  of  the  Fiitysixth  General  Assembly  of 
Tennessee,  passed  February  24,  1909,  and  approved 
March  Gth,  1909. 

This  is  a  progressive  age.  Improvements  are 
being  developed  along  every  line  of  manufactur¬ 
ing,  merchandising,  and  especially  among  the  pro¬ 
fessions. 

There  is  no  profession  making  more  rapid 
strides  by  way  of  advancement  than  that  of  the 
embalmers.  We  are  pushing  to  the  front,  and  by 
the  united  efforts  of  every  embalmer  in  Tennes¬ 
see  it  will  only  be  a  question  of  a  short  time 
when  other  States  will  look  upon  the  “Volunteer 
State”  of  Tennessee  as  a  leader  in  our  chosen 
profession. 

We  feel  satisfied  that  we  can  count  on  you  to 
co-operate  with  us  in  elevating  the  profession  of 
embalming  in  our  State.  We  hope  you  will  fully 
recognize  the  fact  that  every  part  of  the  law  is 
essential.  If  you  should  think  for  one  minute  that 
you  do  not  come  up  to  every  requirement  laid  down 
in  our  bill,  then  begin  at  once  and  see  to  it  that  you 
reach  the  highest  standard  in  our  profession. 

The  law  is  extremely  favorable  to  every  em¬ 
balmer  that  is  now  engaged  in  the  business.  At 
the  seine  time  we  have  incorporated  every 
safeguard  for  our  future  protection  and  the  protec¬ 
tion  o[  the  public,  and  with  your  help  we  propose 
to  enforce  every  section  of  the  law  to  the  letter. 
We  have  been  very  explicit  in  the  arrangement  of 
our  descriptive  matter,  so  that  none  need  err. 

It  is  a  sacred  duty  imposed  on  every  man  to 
cbey  the  laws  of  our  country,  and  we  feel  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  high-toned  material  of  which  our  pro¬ 
fession  is  comp  sed  there  will  be  little  trouble 
along  the  linos  of  “law  enforcement.” 

What  could  bo  more  just  to  the  public  than  to 
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iequire  that  embalmers  shall  have  a  knowledge 
of  embalming,  sanitation  and  disinfecting  of  the 
body  of  deceased  persons ;  also  the  apartment, 
clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  etc.,  and  anything  likely 
to  be  infected  in  case  of  death  from  a  contagious 
disease? 

The  law  is  certainly  not  only  a  protection  for 
the  public,  but  for  our  own  protection  also.  We 
lelieve  you  will  agree  with  us  in  this  one  point: 
whenever  a  body  is  embalmed  by  an  undertaker 
who  knows  little  or  nothing  about  his  business, 
and  the  body  decomposes  as  a  result  of  improper 
treatment,  everyone  cognizant  of  the  fact  will  op¬ 
pose  the  embalming  of  their  dead  for  all  future 
time  to  come ;  consequently  from  the  blunder  of 
one  man  it  may  mean  a  loss  of  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars  to  our  profession. 

We  as  officers  and  members  and  officers  of  the 
State  Board  shall  endeavor  to  do  our  whole  duty; 
l  ut  we  are  forced  to  depend  largely  upon  the  em- 
balmers  all  over  the  State  to  assist  us  in  cenforc- 
ing  the  law.  - 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  licensed  embalmer  to 
keep  a  lockout  for  any  violation,  and  when  you 
are  aware  of  this  transgression  it  will  certainly 
be  your  duty  to  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
giving  him  all  the  information  at  your  command 
in  reference  to  the  breaking  of  the  law. 

Let  us  make  an  effort  to  more  thoroughly  edu¬ 
cate  the  people  along  this  line  of  the  many  ad¬ 
vantages  of  embalming.  First,  the  life-like  ap¬ 
pearance,  so  that  the  last  look  of  the  loved  ones 
will  be  as  though  they  were  asleep;  second,  that 
the  odor  that  will  naturally  arise  from  putrefac¬ 
tion  and  decomposition  will  be  removed,  and  they 
will  be  as  living  so  far  as  that  is  concerned ;  and 
third,  if  the  cause  of  death  should  be  from  a  con¬ 
tagious  disease,  everything  connected  with  the  death 
will  be  properly  and  thoroughly  disinfected. 

Wishing  every  embalmer  much  success  and  great

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  STATE 

BOARD  OF  EMBLAMERS  OF  TENNESSEE. 

Adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Embalmers  of 
Tennessee  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  at  Mem¬ 
phis,  Tenn.,  on  the  6th  and  7th  day  of  May,  1914, 
pursuant  to  and  under  the  authority  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  Tennessee,  and  published  for  the 
guidance  and  instruction  of  all  funeral  directors, 
undertakers,  embalmers  and  other  persons  who 
hold  a  license  or  who  may  desire  to  obtain  a  li¬ 
cense  to  practice  embalming  in  Tennessee  and  rec¬ 
ognition  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  by 
transportation  companies  and  common  carriers  for 
the  transportation  of  bodies  of  human  beings  dead 
of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases. 

RULE  No.  1. 

How  to  Secure  License. 

Section  1.  From  and  after  the  first  of  June, 
1909,  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1910,  all  embalm¬ 
ers  who  were  engaged  in  embalming  dead  human 
bodies  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  law  and 
desired  to  continue  the  practice  of  embalming  dead 
human  bodies  within  the  State  of  Tennessee,  made 
application  in  writing  to  the  State  Board  of  Em¬ 
balmers  of  Tennessee  for  a  license  upon  blanks 
furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  contain¬ 
ing  his  name,  age,  color,  residence  and  place  of 
business  and  the  name  under  which  he  was  do¬ 
ing  business,  and  a  statement  that  at  the  time 
cf  the  passage  of  this  Act  such  applicant  was 
actually  and  actively  engaged  in  the  embalming 
of  dead  human  bodies  both  arterially  and  cavity 
at  the  place  named  therein;  such  application  was 
signed  by  the  applicant  and  statement  therein  con¬ 
tained  was  duly  certified  to  before  an  officer  au¬ 
thorized  to  take  acknowledgement  was  registered 
with  said  Board,  whose  Secretary  has  a  book  for 
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that  purpose,  and  who  entered  such  registration 
therein  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  five  ($5.00) 
dollars,  whereupon  the  said  Board  issued  the  ap¬ 
plicant  a  license  as  provided  for  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  All  persons  who  were  engaged  in  em¬ 
balming  dead  human  bodies  in  the  State  of  Ten¬ 
nessee  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  law  ana 
did  not  make  application  for  an  embalmer’s  license 
under  Section  4  of  this  Act,  before  January  1, 
1910,  said  Board  of  Examiners  shall  be  empow¬ 
ered  and  authorized  to  examine  all  applicants,  by 
both  oral  and  written  examination,  as  to  his  quali¬ 
fications  to  properly  embalm  dead  human  bodies, 
provided  they  comply  with  the  requirements. 

Sec.  3.  All  applicants  who  were  actually  and 
actively  engaged  in  the  embalming  of  dead  human 
bodies  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act  who 
presented  the  same  to  this  Board,  accompanied 
by  the  fees  required,  whereupon  the  said  Board  is¬ 
sued  the  applicant  the  license  provided  for  in  Sec¬ 
tion  4  of  this  Act,  provided  such  applicant  presented 
some  on  or  before  January  1,  1910.  after  which 
date  said  applicant  shall  make  a  written  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  said  Board  for  an  embalmer’s  license, 
accompanying  the  same  with  the  application  fee  of 
ten  ($10.00)  dollars;  whereupon  the  said  Board 
shall  determine  his  qualification  to  properly  embalm 
dead  human  bodies,  as  per  Section  6  of  this  Act; 
but  if  said  applicant  should  request  an  examination 
from  said  Board  on  or  before  January  1,  1910. 
same  would  have  been  granted. 

RULE  No.  2. 

When  to  Be  Examined. 

Section  1.  Applicants  for  examination  shall  be 
required  to  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Board 
that  they  are  persons  of  good  moral  character,  and 
that  they  have  practiced  embalming  dead  human 
bodies  for  at  least  three  years,  or  that  they  have 
had  at  least  three  years  of  practical  instructions  in 
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embalming  and  disinfecting  under  a  licensed  em- 
balmer,  of  if  they  bold  a  diploma  or  certificate 
from  a  reputable  embalming  school  they  will  only 
be  required  to  serve  two  years  under  a  licensed 
tmbalmer,  and  must  attain  a'  proficiency  of  75  per 
cent  in  answering  the  questions  propounded  by  the 
Hoard,  and  when  the  applicant  has  complied  with 
all  of  these  requirements  to  the  satisfaction  of  a 
majority  of  the  Board  he  shall  be  licensed  to  prac¬ 
tice  embalming. 

Sec.  2.  Such  license  shall  be  signed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  Secretary  and  each  member  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  have  the  seal  of  the  Board  affixed. 

Sec.  3.  Examinations  will  be  held  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  issuing  emba liner’s  license  on  the  first  Wed¬ 
nesday  in  January,  April,  July  and  October. 

When  to  Appear  for  the  Second  Examination. 

Sec.  4.  Applicants  who  fail  to  comply  with 
any  of  the  requirements  of  Rule  2,  Section  1,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  Board,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  return  of 
the  license  fee  of  ten  ($10.00)  dollars,  but  shall 
be  entitled  to  appear  before  the  Board  for  re-ex¬ 
amination,  without  payment  of  further  fees,  at  the 
next  regular  time  for  examinations,  provided  such 
applicant  shall  present  himself  for  re-examination 
within  two  years  from  the  date  upon  which  he  was 
first  examined.  No  part  of  his  fee  shall  be  re- 
returnable. 


RULE  No.  3. 

Section  1.  All  applications  for  license  from 
January  1st,  1010,  must  comply  with  Rule  No.  2, 
Section  1,  and  same  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
license  fee  of  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  as  provided 
by  law. 


Not  Entitled  to  An  Examination. 

Sec.  2.  When  it  shall  appear  from  the  face  of 
an  application  that  the  applicant  has  not  been 
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engaged  in  the  practice  of  embalming  dead  human 
bodies  for  at  least  three  years  or  nas  not  had  at 
least  three  years’  practical  instruction  in  embalm¬ 
ing  and  disinfecting  under  a  licensed  embalmer, 
or  has  a  certificate  or  diploma  from  a  reputable 
embalming  school  and  two  years  of  instruction  un¬ 
der  a  licensed  embalmer,  the  applicant  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  an  examination,  but  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  return  of  his  license  fee  and  application. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  an  applicant  shall  fail  to 
present  himself  for  examination  at  the  time  and 
place  set  for  same  by  the  Board,  he  may  pre¬ 
sent  himself  at  the  next  examination  held  by  the 
Board  without  payment  of  further  license  fee,  but 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  further  consideration  in 
case  of  failure  to  present  himself  the  second  time, 
within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  first  ex¬ 
amination. 

How  the  Examination  Shall  Be  Conducted. 

Sec.  4.  The  examination  shall  be  held  under 
the  control  of  the  Board  and  shall  consist  of  an 
inquiry  into  the  moral  character,  age,  practice  or 
practical  instruction  of  the  applicant,  and  on  an 
oral  and  written  examination  upon  the  following 
subjects  and  requirements : 

Requirements. 

1.  The  applicant  must  be  at  least  21  years  of 
age.  „ 

2.  He  shall  have  assisted  in  embalming  at  least 
25  bodies. 

#  3.  He  shall  have  had  at  least  three  years  of  prac¬ 
tical  experience  under  a  licensed  embalmer,  or 
emba Imers,  or  a  certificate  or  diploma  from  a  reput¬ 
able  embalming  school,  and  two  years’  practical 
experience  with  a  licensed  embalmer  or  embalm- 
ers. 

4.  He  shall  pass  a  practical  examination  upon 
a  cadaver  if  one  can  he  provided. 

5.  He  shall  be  endorsed  by  a  licensed  embalmer, 
who  has  had  at  least  three  years  of  experience, 
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and  by  two  registered  physicians. 

6.  He  must  be  of  good  moral  character. 

7.  He  must  pass  a  written  examination  of  not 
/ess  than  50  questions  upon  the  following  sub¬ 
jects  : 

A.  Anatomy  of  the  human  body,  10  questions. 

B.  The  cavities  of  the  human  body,  5  questions. 

C.  Arterial  and  venous  system,  10  questions. 

D.  The  blood  and  discoloration,  3  questions. 

E.  Arterial  and  cavity  embalming,  10  questions. 

F.  Disinfection  and  sanitation,  6  questions. 

G.  Transportation  rules,  4  questions. 

8.  He  must  pass  an  oral  examination  of  not 
less  than  25  questions  on  the  following  subjects : 

H.  Embalming,  15  questions. 

I.  Contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  4  ques¬ 
tions. 

J.  Disinfection,  6  questions. 

9.  He  must  attain  a  proficiency  of  at  least  75 
per  cent  on  the  entire  examination  to  be  entitled 
to  license. 

10.  He  must  be  willing  to  abide  by  the  laws  and 
rules  governing  the  embalmers  in  the  State  In 
which  he  works. 

Sec.  6.  All  written  questions  submitted  for  ex¬ 
amination  of  applicants  for  license  are  the  pri¬ 
vate  property  of  the  Board,  and  the  applicant  must 
return  same  to  the  Board  with  their  answers. 

RULE  No.  4. 

When  to  Renew  License. 

Section  1.  All  licenses  issued  by  this  Board  ex¬ 
pire  on  the  30th  day  of  May  next  following  their 
issue,  and  must  be  renewed  annually.  Application 
for  renewal  of  license  must  be  made  to  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Board  at  least  thirty  days  preceding 
the  expiration  of  the  license  upon  blanks  prescribed 
by  the  said  Board,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
renewal  fee  of  two  ($2.00)  dollars,  as  prescribed 
by  law,  and  a  return  of  their  embalmers’  license 
card. 
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Sec.  2.  Pending  a  renewal  of  license,  no  li¬ 
censed  emba liner  shall  practice  the  science  of  em¬ 
balming. 


Those  Not  Allowed  to  Embalm. 

Sec.  3.  When  a  licensed  embalmer  shall  have 
failed  to  renew  his  license  he  may  be  reinstated 
upon  the  payment  of  a  license  renewal  fee  for 
each  year  since  the  expiration  of  his  license  or 
renewal  of  license  bearing  the  same  as  the  origi¬ 
nal  license,  provided  a  period  of  not  more  than 
three  years  shall  have  passed  since  the  failure  to 
renew. 

Sec.  4.  Applicants  for  a  license  who  were  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  business  of  embalming  dead  human 
bodies  in  the  State  of  Tennessee  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  this  law  and  who  failed  to  apply  for 
a  license  under  this  Act  to  the  State  Board  of  Em¬ 
balming  Examiners  from  June  1st  to  January  1st, 
1910,  shall  be  required  to  stand  an  examination 
es  to  his  qualifications  to  embalm  dead  human 
bodies  within  the  State  of  Tennessee. 

Sec.  5.  No  employee,  student,  apprentice,  help¬ 
er,  undertaker,  funeral  director,  or  any  other  per¬ 
son  shall  attempt  to  practice  the  science  of  em¬ 
balming  in  any  of  its  branches  unless  a  duly  li¬ 
censed  embalmer  is  actually  present  during  the 
entire  operation,  and  the  embalming  is  done  un¬ 
der  such  licensed  embalmer’s  personal  directions. 
What  Constitutes  Embalming  and  An  Embalmer. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  not  a  holder  of  an  em- 
balmemr’s  license,  embalming  or  attempting  to  em¬ 
balm  a  dead  human  body  except  under  the  imme¬ 
diate  and  personal  direction  of  a  licensed  embalm¬ 
er,  as  provided  in  Rule  4,  shall  be  considered  to 
be  practicing  embalming.  The  term  embalming 
shall  be  taken  to  mean  the  disinfection  or  pres¬ 
ervation  of  both  dead  human  bodies  entire  or  in 
part  by  the  use  of  chemical  substance,  fluid,  or 
gases,  ordinarily  used,  prepared  or  intended  for 
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such  purpose,  either  by  outward,  application  of 
sueh  chemical  substance,  fluid  or  gases  on  body, 
or  by  the  introduction  of  same  into  the  body  by 
vascular  or  hypodermic  injections  or  by  direct 
application  into  the  organs  or  cavities.  The  find¬ 
ing  of  such  chemical  substances,  fluid  or  gases, 
ordinarily  used  in  embalming,  or  any  trace,  evi¬ 
dence  or  appearance  thereof  upon  a  dead  human 
body  the  use  of  which  is  prohibited  except  by  a 
licensed  embalmer,  or  the  placing  thereof  on  a 
dead  human  body  by  any  person  who  is  not  a 
holder  of  an  embalmer’s  license  except  as  here¬ 
inbefore  permitted,  shall  constitute  prima  fade 
evidence  of  the  violation  of  the  laws  and  these 
rules  and  regulations. 

RULE  No.  5. 

Requirements  of  Embalmers  Holding  License 
From  Other  States. 

Any  person  making  his  residence  in  this  State 
and  holding  a  certificate  of  license  in  full  force 
and  duly  issued  by  some  other  State  or  provincial 
Board  of  Embalming  or  other  State  or  provincial 
authority  having  practically  equivalent  require¬ 
ments  provided  by  law  desiring  to  engage  in  the: 
practice  of  embalming  dead  human  bodies  with¬ 
in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  shall  make  a  written 
application  to  this  Board  for  a  license,  accompany¬ 
ing  the  same  with  the  license  fee  of  ten  ($10.00) 
dollars,  together  with  a  duly  certificed  certificate 
from  such  other  State  or  provincial  Board  or 
authority,  showing  that  applicant  is  the  holder  of 
s  duly  issued  license  in  full  force  and  effect  and 
was  duly  examined  by  such  State  or  provincial 
authority.  When  such  applicant  shall  have  com¬ 
plied  with  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Board  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  un¬ 
der  which  the  same  are  formulated,  the  Board 
shall  issue  to  such  applicant  license  to  practice  the 
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science  of  embalming  and  the  care  and  disposi¬ 
tion  of  the  dead  as  required  by  the  law  under 
which  these  rules  and  regulations  are  formulated. 

RULE  No.  G. 

Why  License  May  Be  Revoked. 

The  State  Board  of  Embalming  Examiners  may 
in  its  discretion  revoke  and  cancel  any  license  of 
renewal  of  license  issued  by  it,  under  the  follow¬ 
ing  conditions :  When — 

(a)  The  holder  thereof  is  not  a  person  of  good 
moral  character,  or 

(b)  The  holder  thereof  shall  be  guilty  of  gross 
or  willful  malepractice  of  the  science  of  embalm¬ 
ing,  or 

(c)  The  holder  thereof  shall  be  guilty  of  will¬ 
fully  violating  any  rule  or  regulation  of  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  State  Board  of  Health,  or  any  law  or  regu¬ 
lation  of  any  municipality  governing  the  disposition 
of  dead  human  bodies,  or 

(d)  The  holder  thereof  shall  have  knowingly 
and  wilfully  signed  a  certificate  as  having  em¬ 
balmed  or  prepared  a  body,  when  in  fact  some 
one  else  did  it,  or 

(e)  The  holder  thereof  shall  be  guilty  of  gross 
or  willful  neglect  in  the  conduct  of  his  profes¬ 
sion,  or 

(f)  The  holder  thereof  shall  have  knowingly 
and  willfully  made  any  false  statement  to  this 
Board  in  his  application  for  a  license  or  an  ex¬ 
amination,  or 

(g)  The  holder  thereof  shall  knowingly  and 
willfully  neglect  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Tennessee  State  Board  of  Embalmers  the  name 
of  any  one  who  is  practicing  embalming  dead  hu¬ 
man  bodies  according  to  Rule  4,  Section  5,  and 
does  not  hold  a  Tennessee  license,  or 

(h)  The  holder  thereof  shall  knowingly  and 
willfully  ship  dead  human  bodies  in  violation  of 
the  Transportation  Rules,  and  failing  to  properly 
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fill  out  the  transit  permit  that  has  been  adopted 
hereto  by  the  Tennessee  State  Board  of  Embalmers, 
or 

(i)  The  holder  thereof  shall  have  been  guilty 
of  any  violation  of  any  rule  or  regulation  of  this 
Board. 


RULE  No.  7. 

The  Display  and  Registering  of  License. 

Section  1.  All  persons  holding  a  license  issued 
by  the  Board  shall  have  said  license  registered 
in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city, 
or  of  the  town  or  County  Court  in  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  which  it  is  proposed  to  carry  on  said  prac¬ 
tice. 

Sec.  2.  All  persons  receiving  a  license  from 
this  Board  shall  display  the  same  in  a  conspicu¬ 
ous  place  in  the  office  or  place  of  business  of  the 
holder  of  the  same. 

RULE  No.  8. 

What  Constitutes  Practical  Instruction. 

Section  1.  Any  undertaker  or  funeral  director 
who  shall  have  had  three  years  of  practical  in¬ 
struction  in  embalming  and  disinfecting  under  a 
licensed  embalmer  in  such  cases  of  embalming  as 
may  have  been  incidental  to  said  undertaker’s  or 
funeral  director’s  ordinary  business  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Board  to  have  had  the  practical 
experience  or  instruction  in  embalming  and  disin¬ 
fecting  required  by  these  rules  and  regulations. 

RULE  No.  9. 

Any  person  holding  a  license  issued  by  the  State 
Board  of  Embalmers  of  Tennessee  and  desiring  a 
certificate  showing  such  person  to  be  a  licensed 
embalmer  in  some  other  jurisdiction,  or  for  any 
other  purpose,  may  obtain  same  from  the  Secre- 
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tary  of  the  Board  upon  application,  accompanied 
by  a  fee  of  two  ($2.00)  dollars. 

RULE  No.  10. 

No  Temporary  License  Granted. 

No  temporary  certificate,  license  or  permit  to 
practice  embalming  pending  an  examination  may 
be  issacd  by  this  Board. 

RULE  No.  11. 

Price  to  Be  Charged  for  Embalming. 

The  price  to  be  charged  by  embalmers  for  serv¬ 
ices  rendered  in  the  embalming  of  bodies  be  left 
as  a  matter  to  be  arranged  by  contract  between 
the  embalmer  and  the  person  for  whom  said  serv¬ 
ices  are  rendered. 


RULE  No.  12. 

These  rules  and  regulations  may  be  added  to, 
changed,  altered  or  amended  at  any  time,  and  all 
rules  and  regulations  or  part  of  same  conflicting 
with  these  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby  re¬ 
pealed.

STATE  OF  TENNESSEE 
STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE 
TRANSPORTATION  OF  DEAD  BODIES. 

Adopted  by  the  Tennessee  State  Board  of  Em- 
bn  liners  May  7th,  1914. 

RULE  No.  13. 

Rule  1.  The  transportation  of  bodies  dead  of 
smallpox  or  bubonic  plague,  within  or  into  the 
State  of  Tennessee  is  absolutely  forbidden. 

Rule  2.  The  bodies  of  those  who  have  died  of 
Asiatic  cholera,  diphtheria  (membraneous  croup,) 
scarlet  fever  (scarletina,  scarlet  rash),  erysipelas, 
glanders,  anthrax  or  leprosy  shall  not  be  accepted 
for  transportation  unless  prepared  for  shipment  by 
being  thoroughly  disinfected  by  (a)  arterial  and 
cavity  injection  with  an  approved  disinfectant  fluid, 
fb)  disinfecting  and  stopping  of  all  orifices  with 
absorbant  cotton,  (c)  washing  the  body  with  the 
disinfectant,  all  of  which  must  be  done  by  an  em- 
balmer  holding  a  license  as  such,  approved  by  the 
Tennessee  State  Board  of  Embalmers.  After  being 
disinfected  as  above,  such  bodies  shall  be  incased 
in  an  air-tight  zinc,  tin  copper  or  lead-lined  coffin 
cr  iron  casket,  all  joints  and  seams  hermetically 
soldered  and  all  enclosed  in  a  strong,  tight,  wooden 
box.  Or,  the  body  being  prepared  for  shipment  as 
above  outlined  may  be  placed  in  a  strong  coffin  or 
casket  encased  in  an  air-tight  zinc,  copper  or  tin 
case,  all  joints  and  seams  hermetically  soldered 
and  all  encased  in  a  strong  outside  wooden  box. 

Rule  3.  The  bodies  of  those  dead  of  typhoid 
fever,  puerperal  fever,  measles,  epidemic  cerebro¬ 
spinal  meningitis  and  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis 
(infantile  paralysis),  may  be  received  for  transpor¬ 
tion  when  prepared  by  a  licensed  embalmer,  as 
provided  in  Rule  2.  The  air-tight  sealing  may  be 
dispensed  with. 

Rule  4.  The  bodies  of  those  dead  of  diseases  not 
stated  in  Rules  2  and  3,  may  be  received  for  trans¬ 
portation  when  encased  in  a  sound  coffin  or  casket 
and  enclosed  in  a  strong  outside  wooden  box ;  pro¬ 
vided,  they  reach  their  destination  within  thirty 
hours  from  the  time  of  death.  If  the  body  cannot 
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reach  its  destination  within  thirty  hours  from  the 
time  of  death,  it  must  be  prepared  as  provided  in 
Rule  3. 

Rule  5.  In  the  shipment  of  bodies  dead  from  any 
disease  named  in  Rule  2,  the  body  must  not  be  ac¬ 
companied  by  persons  or  articles  which  have  been 
exposed  to  the  infection  of  the  disease,  unless  cer¬ 
tified  by  the  Health  Officer  as  having  been  properly 
disinfected ;  and  before  selling  passage  tickets, 
agents  shall  carefully  examine  the  transmit  per¬ 
mit  and  note  the  name  of  the  passenger  in  charge, 
and  others  proposing  to  accompany  the  body,  and 
see  that  all  necessary  precautions  have  been  taken 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  trans¬ 
mit  permit  shall  specifically  state  who  is  authorized 
by  the  health  authorities  to  accompany  the  remains. 
It;  all  cases  where  bodies  are  forwarded  under  Rule 
2.  notice  must  be  sent  by  telegraph  to  the  Health 
Officer  at  destination  advising  the  date  and  train 
on  which  the  body  may  be  expected.  This  notice 
must  be  sent  by  the  shipping  embalmer  to  the 
Health  Officer  at  the  destination. 

Rule  6.  Every  dead  body  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  person  in  charge  who  must  be  provided  with 
a  passage  ticket  and  also  a  full  first-class  ticket 
marked  “corpse,”  for  the  transportation  of  the 
body,  and  a  transit  permit  and  a  removal  permit 
issued  by  the  local  registrar  of  the  municipality 
or  civil  district  in  which  the  death  occurred,  giving 
the  place  of  death,  name  of  the  deceased,  age,  sex, 
color  or  race,  date  and  hour  of  death,  and  the  point 
to  which  the  body  is  to  be  transported,  and  when 
the  death  is  caused  by  any  of  the  diseases  specified 
in  Rule  2,  the  name  of  the  person  authorized  by 
the  Health  Officer  to  accompany  the  body,  also  the 
certificate  of  the  shipping  embalmer  that  the  body 
lias  been  prepared  strictly  in  accord  with  the  rule 
under  which  the  shipment  is  to  be  made,  ail  of 
which  shall  be  given  over  the  signature  of  the  local 
registrar.  The  transit  permit,  unfolded,  must  be 
securely  tacked  on  the  top  of  the  outside  wooden 
box.  The  removal  permit  shall  be  handed  to  the 
passenger  in  charge. 
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Rule  7.  When  dead  bodies  are  shipped  by  ex¬ 
press  the  removal  permit  and  transit  permit  shall 
be  tacked  unfolded  upon  the  top  of  the  outside 
wooden  box. 

Rule  8.  Disintered  bodies  of  persons  who  have 
died  of  any  disease  or  cause  shall  be  treated  as 
infectious  or  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  and 
shall  not  be  received  for  transportation  within,  or 
removed  from  this  State  unless  said  removal  has 
been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board 
cf  Health ;  and  no  such  dead  body  shall  be  shipped 
into  Tennessee  without  the  approval  of  the  health 
authorities  having  jurisdiction  of  the  place  where 
such  body  is  disintered,  and  no  such  body  shall  be 
transported,  received  or  buried  in  this  State  unless 
satisfactory  evidence  of  compliance  with  the  rules 
of  this  Board  respecting  the  same  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  his  written  consent  obtained  to  such 
transportation,  receipt  or  burial.  All  such  disin¬ 
tered  remains  shall  be  enclosed  in  an  hermetically 
soldered  zinc,  tin  or  copper-lined  box.  But  bodies 
deposited  in  receiving  vaults  shall  not  be  treated 
the  same  as  buried  when  originally  prepared  by  a 
licensed  embalmer  as  defined  in  Rule  2,  provided 
the  shipment  takes  place  within  thirty  days  from 
the  time  of  death.  The  shipment  of  bodies  prepared 
in  the  manner  above  directed  by  a  licensed  em¬ 
balmer,  from  receiving  vaults,  may  be  made  within 
thirty  days  from  the  time  of  death  without  the 
necessity  of  obtaining  permission  from  the  health 
authorities  of  the  locality  to  which  the  body  is  con¬ 
signed.  After  thirty  days  the  casket  or  coffin  con¬ 
taining  said  body  must  be  enclosed  in  an  hermeti¬ 
cally  soldered  box. 

RULE  No.  14. 

All  rules  and  parts  of  rules  conflicting  with 
these  uiles  are  hereby  repealed. 

These  rules  apply  equally  to  all  common  car¬ 
riers  in  the  State  of  Tennessee  and  having  been 
duly  adopted  and  properly  published  have  the 
full  force  of  law.

CODE  OF  ETHICS  ADOPTED  BY  THE  NA¬ 
TIONAL  FUNERAL  DIRECTORS’  ASSO¬ 
CIATION. 

1.  A  funeral  director,  on  entering  the  profession, 
becomes  entitled  to  all  its  privileges  and  immuni¬ 
ties,  and  he  incurs  an  obligation  to  exert  his  best 
abilities  to  maintain  its  dignity  and  honor,  exalt  its 
standing  and  extend  the  bounds  of  its  usefulness. 

He  should,  therefore,  observe  stricly  such  laws 
as  are  instituted  for  the  government  of  its  members. 

2.  There  is  no  profession  from  the  members  of 
which  greater  purity  of  character  and  a  higher 
standard  of  moral  excellence  are  required  than  the 
funeral  director,  and  to  attain  such  eminence  is 
p.  duty  every  funeral  director  owes  to  his  profes¬ 
sion  and  the  public.  It  is  due  the  latter,  as  with¬ 
out  it  he  cannot  command  their  respect  and  con¬ 
fidence,  and  to  both  because  no  scientific  attain¬ 
ments  can  compensate  for  the  want  of  correct  moral 
principles. 

It  is  incumbent  upon  the  members  of  the  pro¬ 
fession  to  be  temperate  in  all  things. 

3.  The  nature  of  our  calling  takes  us  to  the 
inner  circle  of  families  that  are  afflicted.  Secrecy 
and  delicacy,  when  required  by  peculiar  circum¬ 
stances,  should  be  strictly  observed,  and  this  obli¬ 
gation  stands  beyond  the  period  of  the  profes¬ 
sional  services. 

None  of  the  privacies  of  personal  and  domestic 
life  should  ever  be  divulged. 

4.  It  is  derogatory  to  the  dignity  of  the  profes¬ 
sion  to  resort  to  public  advertisements,  or  private 
cards,  or  use  of  hand  bills,  inviting  the  attention 
of  the  public  to  any  of  the  wares  connected  with 
our  profession. 

A  funeral  director  should  rely  on  his  professional 
abilities  and  acquirements  in  order  to  merit  the 
confidence  and  secure  the  patronage  of  his  com¬ 
munity. 
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r>.  No  funeral  director  should  ever  i  terfere  when 
another  funeral  director  has  been  called  to  take 
charge  of  a  body.  Under  no  circumstances  should 
one  funeral  director  consent  to  take  charge  or  a 
body  until  the  funeral  director  first  called  has  been 
paid  for  his  services  and  has  withdrawn. 

6.  In  case  two  funeral  directors  are  called  at 
the  same  time  to  take  charge  of  the  same  body, 
both  should  withdraw  and  leave  the  choice  to  the 
family. 

7.  When  a  funeral  director  accompanies  a  funeral 
party  to  a  distant  place  where  burial  is  to  take 
place,  and  a  funeral  director  is  at  its  destination 
to  take  charge,  the  attitude  of  the  accompanying 
funeral  director  should  be  that  of  a  friend  to  the 
family,  and  the  assistant  to  the  funeral  director  in 
charge  of  the  interment. 

8.  When  a  funeral  director  assumes  responsibility 
for  the  preparation  and  sending  to  him  the  body 
of  a  person  dying  at  a  distance,  it  should  be  re¬ 
garded  as  a  transaction  of  honor ;  the  services 
should  be  performed  in  a  professional  manner  and 
settlement  made  without  undue  delay. 

9.  Urging  the  use  of  temporary  caskets  at  place 
of  death,  when  satisfactory  permanent  caskets  may 
be  obtained,  with  the  view'  of  profit  to  the  funeral 
director  w^here  burial  is  totake  place,  is  unpro¬ 
fessional  and  should  be  discouraged. 

10.  Unfavorable  public  criticism  of  the  service 
of  another  funeral  director  is  unprofessional.  His 
attention  may  be  privately  called  to  errors  of  omis¬ 
sion  or  commission  in  a  professional  manner,  and 
any  suggestions  offered  should  be  received  and 
treated  wdth  due  professional  courtesy. 

11.  No  funeral  director,  in  care  of  epidemic  or 
contagious  disease,  should  shirk  his  professional 
duties,  even  though  his  life  may  be  in  jeopardy. 

12.  There  is,  perhaps,  no  profession,  after  that 
of  the  sacred  ministry,  in  which  a  high-toned  moral¬ 
ity  is  more  inperatively  necessary  than  that  of  a 
funeral  director.  High  moral  principles  are  his 
greatest  safeguard.
